rock is not of sufficient density, 
weight or hardness to use for break— 
water rehabilitation alone because it 
will not withstand for long the heavy 
vave action and winter storms, If 
continued blasting of lorro Nock is done 
its beauty vill be lost and can never 
be restored, 

It is important that proper legisla— 
tion be enacted to prohibit further 
»devastrtion of this beautiful national 
landmirk and for its legal return to 
the State of California, HR 9672, in- 
troduced by Burt Talcott, R-Colif., is 
designed to do this, Anyone who is
